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REMARKS 

The Official Action of April 10, 2003 in parent application no. 10/211,748 
(hereinafter the "Official Action*') has been carefiiUy considered. The changes presented 
herewith, taken with the following remarks, are believed sufficient to place the present 
continuation application in condition for allowance. Reconsideration is respectfully 
requested. 

The specification has been amended to provide clarity to the disclosure. 

Moreover, by the present amendment, claims 1,3, and 6-9 have been amended, claims 
4, 5 and 10 have been canceled without prejudice, and new claims 11-20 have been added. 
The amended and newly added claims are fully supported by the original disclosure. With 
respect to claim 1, page 3, lines 21-27 of the specification provides support for a cartridge 
member that is "detachable fi"om a portion of said deodorizing device." Further with respect 
to claim 1, positioning the cartridge member above the air moving member finds support, for 
example, in original claim 4. Further changes to claim 1 that broaden claim scope can be 
found, for example, in original claim 1 and the specification. The amendments to claims 3 
and 6-9 were made to correct the preamble of the claims without changing the claim scope. 

Support for new claims 11-13 and 19 can be foimd, for example, in original claim 1 
and on page 5, line 32 through page 6, line 6. Support for claim 14, for example, can be 
found in original claim 1 and the specification. Support for claims IS and 16 can be found in 
original claims 5 and 10, respectively. Support for claims 17, 18 and 20 can be found, for 
example, in original claim 1 and on page 5, lines 13-23. Accordingly, this preliminary 
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amendment does not involve new matter and claims 1-3, 6-9 and 1 1-20 stand pending and are 
believed to be in condition for allowance. 

In the Official Action in the parent application, the Examiner rejected claims 1-4, 6 
and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being allegedly anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,772,738 to 
Muraoka. The Examiner further rejected claims 1-4, 6, 9 and 10 vmder 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being allegedly impatentable over French reference FR 2.189.076. Still further, the Examiner 
rejected claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
3,887,948 to Stamper in view of U.S. Patent 5,616,169 to de Ruiter et al. Applicant 
respectfully traverses these rejections and believes that the claims set forth in this 
continuation application are in condition for allowance. 

Claim 1 requires the cartridge member to be "detachable from a portion of said 
deodorizing device". As set forth in Applicant's specification, "detachable" refers to 
members which can be easily removed, in particular where no tools such as screw drivers are 
needed (see page 3, lines 21-27 of the specification). In contrast, Muraoka appears to 
disclose a multifunctional air filter with a module (see Fig. 1) that is incorporated as part of a 
cleaning unit (see Fig. 3 and column 6, line 46 through column 7, line 67). The undersigned 
is not in possession of an English translation of the French reference applied by the 
Examiner. However, the drawings of the French reference, as well as the disclosure of 
Muraoka, do not appear to disclose or suggest a cartridge member being "detachable" firom a 
portion of the deodorizing device as required by claim 1 and defined in the specification. 
Providing a cartridge member that is detachable from the deodorizing device simplifies 
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removal of the cartridge member, and in one example, allows one to hold the device with one 
hand while removing the cartridge member with the other hand (see page 3, lines 25-27 of the 
specification). 

Claim 1 of the instant application further requires an air deodorizing device including 
a cartridge member and an air moving member, wherein "said cartridge member is adapted to 
be positioned above the air moving member when said air moving member moves air along 
said air flow path." The drawings of the French reference appear to lack this claim limitation 
and Muraoka appears to disclose an opposite arrangement wherein the air filter member (see 
FIGS. 3, 4 and 6) is positioned below the blower 24 when the blower moves air along an air 
path. Still fiirther. Stamper appears to disclose a filter cartridge (10) disposed latergJlv 
adjacent to a fan (70). As set forth by exemplary embodiments of the present invention, 
providing a cartridge member that is adapted to be positioned above the air moving member 
when the air moving member moves air along the air flow path can permit the cartridge 
member to rest above the air moving member to facilitate the "detachable" arrangement 
between the cartridge member and a portion of the deodorizing device. 

New claim 14 includes many limitations of original claim 1 and is therefore 
distinguished firom the prior art for many reasons discussed above. Moreover, it is noted that 
claim 14 requires the cartridge member to be arranged "within" an area of the deodorizing 
device. In contrast. Stamper discloses one end of a body part (e.g., 60, 1 18 as shown in Figs. 
4 and 6) attached to a head part (e.g., 50, 116) such that the body part extends exterior to a 
head part. Stamper therefore does not appear to teach or suggest the fiirther limitations of 
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claim 14 requiring the cartridge member to be arranged "within" an area of the deodorizing 
device. 

For the reasons set forth above, it is believed the claims 1-3, 6-9 and 11-20 are in 
condition for allowance. Applicant respectfully request consideration of this preliminary 
amendment and early allowance of the Application.
